Preparing for possible stormy 
weather highlights Monday’s 
county commission meeting

The Coffee County 
Commission met Monday, 
Oct. 8, and then Tropical 
Storm Michael was the 
main topic of concern for 
most county departments. 

Coffee County EMA 
deputy director Grant 
Lyons told commissioners 
on Monday morning that 
TS Michael was expected 
to reach Hurricane status 
later in the day, and it did 
late Monday morning. 

“We are probably going 
to get some type of 
impact,” Lyons said. “As of 
now, it appears our area 
mainly will be under a wind 
threat and maybe 2-4 inch- 
es of rain. If the cone shifts, 
that could definitely change 
things.” 

He said the area most 
likely would begin seeing 
impacts from the hurricane 
by Tuesday night, and 
Wednesday would be the 
day for the possible bad 
weather. 

Mike Thornton, director 
of the environmental serv- 
ices offices, said citizens 
should check the county’s 
website to keep up with 
decisions regarding the 
county’s solid waste pickup 
depending on the storm. 
[As of Tuesday, Oct. 9, the 
county had announced no 
pickup on Wednesday, 
which meant Wednesday’s 


asked commissioners to 
approve the purchase of 
five 30-yard containers for 
the landfill in the total 
amount of $27,574. He said 
this was a budgeted item, 
and it was approved. 

In regards to a non-bud- 
geted item, Thornton said 
the landfill’s largest cus- 
tomer, K&W Plastics of 
Troy, Ala., had requested 
additional roll-off services. 

He asked commissioner 
to approve the purchase of 
three 40-yard containers in 
the total amount of 
$19,266, and he asked for 
approval in purchasing 
three 35-yard sludge boxes 
in the total amount of 
$33,765 to accommodate 
the request for those addi- 
tional services. 
Commissioners approved 
the request. 

County engineer Marty 
Lentz had one item for 
commissioners to consider 
Monday morning. He said 
bids were opened Oct. Ist 
for a PTO driven road 
reclaimer. 

Lentz noted that 10 ven- 
dors were contacted for 
bids, but only one company 
— SunSouth of Brundidge, 
responded. SunSouth pro- 
vided a bid on two pieces of 
equipment that both met 
Specifications. 

Commissioners went 
with Lentz’s recommenda- 
tion to purchase the road

“Walking with God 


1 invite you to read I John 2:1-6 and use this article as a 
devotional. 


My wife, Olivia, is much faster than I am. The other day 
we ran together, and very quickly she left me in her dust to 
the point that I could no longer see her. I could though see 
her distinctive footprints on the path, and even tried to fol- 
low them. Occasionally, her footprints would get tangled 
with other footprints, but I could pause and look to find 
them once more to follow. All of us have followed some- 
one before whether it is on foot or by car we share this 


experience. 


In his letter to a church, John reminds us of what it 
means to be a “follower of Christ”. John tells us that fol- 
lowing Christ is not “whoever says, ‘I have come to know 
him’,” and does not obey the commandments of God. 
Indeed, reaching perfection for John is one who both 
believes and is obedient to the commandments of God — 
one who both has faith and actions. 

In this same mind James says in his letter, “What good 
is it, my brothers and sisters, if you say you have faith but 
do not have works? Can faith save you? If a brother or sis- 
ter is naked and lacks daily food, and one of you says to 
them, ‘Go in peace; keep warm and eat your fill,’ and yet 
you do not supply their bodily needs, what is the good of 
that? So faith by itself, if it has no works, is dead.” (James 


2:14-17) 


As followers of Christ, John tells us to walk just as Jesus 
walked. Ask yourself, “What did Jesus do?” and, “How 
did Jesus walk?” During Christ’s ministry we constantly 
see him working with the poor, visiting the sick, and feed- 
ing the hungry. What defines a follower of Christ is not just 
what is in their head or heart, but what they do with their 


hands and feet.

Tigers tame Bulldogs 26-2

The Elba Tigers pulled ahead early and then pulled 
away late to claim a big 26-6 region win over the Brantley 
Bulldogs, Friday night at Tiger Stadium. 

Elba began its initial offensive series at its own 27-yard- 
line after turning back a Brantley scoring threat, and 
promptly marched 73 yards in 10 running plays to grab an 
early lead. Richmon Singletary rushed for 58 yards on 
seven carries during the long scoring march and scored the 
Tiger touchdown on a l-yard blast up the middle. The 
extra-point attempt sailed wide, but with 5:10 left in the 
first quarter the Tigers were already on top 6-0. 

The two region rivals swapped punts on the game’s next 
two possessions, but Brantley put together its second 
impressive drive of the night on its ensuing possession as 
it went from its own one-yardline to a first down at the 
Elba 27. A 33-yard dash up the middle by Bryce Dunn and 
an 18-yard pass completion from Tucker Kilcrease to 
Messiah Burnett 

were key plays in the 10-play drive. However, the drive 
ended when Elba’s Brandon Epps picked off a Bulldog 
pass and returned the interception 33 yards to the Brantley 
25-yardline. 

Brantley quickly regained possession on a pass inter- 
ception at the Bulldog 2-yardline and once again headed 
toward the Tiger endzone. A 78-yard pass completion 
from Kilcrease to Michael Booker set the Bulldogs up at 
the Elba 14-yardline and the ‘Dogs got as close as the 
seven-yardline, only to again be turned away empty-hand- 
ed when a fourth down pass missed its target. 

Brantley did get on the scoreboard four plays later when 
a high snap on an Elba punt attempt sailed out of the end- 
zone for a safety, and with 3:26 remaining in the half the 
Tigers lead was down to 6-2. 

Elba was forced to punt on its initial possession of the 
third quarter, but quickly regained possession when 
Richmon Singletary picked off a Bulldog pass and 
returned the interception 23 yards to the Brantley 15-yard- 
line. Singletary broke loose on a 14-yard touchdown run 
one play later, and while a two-point pass failed to pro- 
duce points, the Tigers had extended their lead to 12-2 
with 5:30 remaining in the third quarter. 

Brantley’s ensuing possession was a comedy of errors 
as the Bulldogs managed to move the football 26 yards in 
a six-play possession that included a total of eight penalty 
flags that resulted in a total of 65 yards in penalty yards.

Elba wound up with the ball at its own 18-yardline after 
a Brantley punt and covered the 78 yards to the endzone in 
nine plays to finally take command. A 33-yard pass com- 
pletion from Byron Johnson to Richmon Singletary was a 
key play in the long scoring drive, while Singletary scored 
the Tiger touchdown on a winding 27-yard dash through 
the Bulldog defense. Iverson Lane kicked the extra-point, 
and with 8:35 left in the fourth quarter the Tiger were on 
top 19-2. 

Elba regained possession at the Brantley 40-yardline 
after a Bulldog gamble on fourth down failed to pay off, 
and the Tigers wasted no time cashing in the short field as 
on the first play from scrimmage Iverson Lane took a 
handoff on a trap and raced untouched 40 yards for a 
touchdown.
